EUROPE AND THE AUSTRO- 
GERMAN CUSTOMS UNION. 

Tue course of the negotiations aris- 
ing out of. the Austro-German ‘pro 
posals for'n customs union between 
those two countries show the vast 
differenee between Europo to-day 
and in pre-war times. If any, two 
innjor powers had decided, prior to 
“August, 1914, upon such iiinion 
it would have been announced as 
an feit accompli. “If protest had 
Leen madd a crisis would have been 
‘preipitated’ of tho kind that con- 


linually brought the World to’ the 
brink of: war during the decade 


| before “the inevitable’ happened 


in August, 1914. 


It was on March 2st this -year 
that the proposed union was -an- 
nounced from, Berlin, a vider being 
rdded that Germany and Austria 
wero ‘willing to negotiate similar 
treaties with other European states. 
A week Inter the Austrian Foreign 
Minister ‘stated that, his country 
was discussing similar treatics with 
Hungary and Yugo-Slavia, while 
Germany was in touch with Rou- 
mania, 
given by Dr. ‘Cuntius, the German 
Foreign. Minister, to other Powers 
to discuss a similar arrangement, 
and emphatically declared - that, 
“No ideal is further from us than 


_| disturbance of the peace of Europe.” 


The proposal was well received in 
the British Presa and Pakliament. 
Sir Voxaup Maciean, on behalf of 
the Liberty, party, welcomed’. the 
suggested union asa possible first 
step towards ending the tariff wer. 
Sir Avsven CHAMBERLAIN waa by no 
means unsympathetic with the 
principle involved, but felt that 
Germany and Austria had not been 
diplomatically tactful, and should 
have taken’ other nations into their 
confidence earlier. ; .
